No  new  public  sewers  were  constructed,  duiung  the  year,  but  work  was 
commenced  on  the  extensions  to  Thurston  Sewage  Disposal  Works. 

Approval  was  received,  at  the  close  of  the  year,  for  the  sewerage 
scheme  for  the  parish  of  Tostock,  and  sewer  extensions  in  the  parishes 
of  Elmswell  and  Woolpit.  It  is  hoped  that  work  will  commence  early  in 
1970,  and  be  completed  by  mid  1971. 

Fresh  connections  are  still  being  made  to  the  existing  sewers,  and  the

As  be  seen  from  the  preceding  table  there  are  1,425 

properties  in  the  Council's  area  which  are  not  served  by  a  public 
sewer.  Though  this  figure  could  be  reduced  by  325  on  completion 
of  sewers  in  the  parishes  of  Elmswell,  Tostock  and  Woplpit,  it  will 
still  leave  1,100  properties  dependant  on  cesspools  or  septic  tanks 
if  they  are  to  enjoy  the  benefits  of  modern  amenities. 

It  follows  therefore,  that  the  Council's  Cesspool  Emptying  service 
will  always  be  in  demand,  though  it  is  hoped  that  the  demand  will  be 
sufficiently  reduced  to  enable  the  work  to  be  carried  out  within 
twenty  four  hours  of  receipt  of  the  request,  instead  of  the  three  or 
four  days  wait  that  was  necessary  during  this  year.,

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IMPraDVEMENT  GRANTS 


1969  saw  the  addition  of  a  further  Housing  Act  to  the  statute 
booko  Probably  the  most  important  section  of  the  Act,  so  far  as 
this  district  is  concerned  is  Part  I,  which  deals  exclusively  with 
Improvement  Grants 

The  Act  raised  the  maxi.mum  grant  available  from  £155  to  £200  in 
the  case  of  the  Standard  Grant,  and  from  £400  to  £1,000  for  the 
Discretionary  Grant o  These  increases  allow  for  the  higher  labour 
and  material  costs,  and  in  the  case  of  the  discretionary  grant  the 
scope  has  been  widened  to  cover  some  repairs  as  well  as  improvements » 

During  the  last  thirteen  years  the  Council  has  approved  grants 
covering  some  1,100  dwellings  which  is  approximately  45/^  of  all  pre^ 
war  properties  within  the  district,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  Council 
will  continue  to  improve  the  living  standards  of  their  ratepayers  in 
this  wayo 


RIVERS  AND  STREAMS 

The  water  courses  in  the  area  show  little  sign  of  pollution  by 
soil  drainage,  though  some  small  ditches  must  be  receiving  some 
effluent  from  septic  tanks  0 

Two  major  complaints  were  dealt  with  during  the  year,  both  of 
which  concerned  intensive  style  pig  rearing  lonits  discharging
